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CONGRESS IS ASKED TO CHOP 
OFF BILLIONS IN TAXES 


Massing the State Flags at Long Beach, Calif. 


Corporations Are Laden Too 
Greatly With Taxes, Says 
Secretary of the Treasury 
— Bulk of Small Income 
Tax Payers Will Not Be 
Aided In the Slash—Op­ 
position Ahead— Repeal of 
Inheritance and E s t a t e 
Tariff Urged—Auto Excise • 
To Continue—S e c r e t a r y 
Widens th e Breach Be 
tween the Administration 
and F o r c e s Demanding 
Larger Cut. 


Throwing down the gage of battle 
for one of the hottest revenue fights 
in recent years, Andrew W. Mellon, 
secretary of 
the treasury 
Monday 
cr-lled upon congress to reduce taxes 
but to stop at $225,500,000. 
Widening, instead of narrowing, the 
breach 
between 
the 
administration 
and congressional and organized bus­ 
iness forces, demanding a larger cut, 
Mr. Mellon’s program signalized 
a 
finish fight, with Progressive Repub­ 
licans probably holding the balance of 
power. 
Democrats are lined up to force a 
reduction 
of from 
$400,000,000 
to 
$500,000,000, with many Republicans 
demanding only slightly less. 
Progressive Republicans leaned to­ 
ward the Mellon position, emphasiz­ 
ing scaling down of the public debt 
rather than taxes. 
To the House Ways and Means com 
xnittee, opening its hearings on the 
coming tax reduction bill, Mr. Mellon 
urged these specific reductions: 
A 1% per cent cut in the corpora- ( 
tion rate, bringing it down to 12 per 
cent, with an estimated revenue loss 
of $135,000,000. 
Lightening 
the burden 
on small 
corporations by permitting those with 
net incomes of less than $25,000, and ( 
not more than IO stockholders, to pay 
on partnership rates, 
estimated loss 
$30,000,000 to $35,000,000. 
Lowering 
of surtax rates 
on in­ 
comes of from $16,000 to $20,000 with 
a loss of $50,000,000. 
Repeal of the inheritance tax, chop­ 
ping $7,000,000 off the revenues. 
Tax exemption for income 
from 
b a n k e r s ’ acceptances held by foreign 
central banks of issue. 
Mr. Mellon opposed any change in 
the automobile and admission taxes. 
Coupled with Mr. Mellon’s program 
was an especially sharp warning to 
congress against risking a deficit in 
the national 
treasury, 
or assuming 
th at treasury estimates 
or revenue 
were too low. 
“ In these figures the treasury has 
not consciously nor as a m atter of 
policy played safe,’’ Mr. Mellon told 
the committee. “ If tax reductions are 
made or o p p ro p n a tio n s voted on the 
assum ption that the present figures 
understate probable future 
receipts* 
responsibility for such reductions or 
appropriations must be assumed by 
those who advocate them. 
“The treasury has placed the prob­ 
able receipts at the highest figures 
compatible with the most dependable 
forecasts and facts which careful and 
disinterested investigation could se­ 
cure. 
“It should be remembered that est! 
m ates 
do not include any 
expendi­ 
tures th at may be incurred b\ reason 
of new legislation. 
The treasury be­ 
lieves th at tax reduction should nut 
in any event be in excess of approxi­ 
m ately $225,000,000.” 
« Mr. Mellon’s surplus estimates, far 
more than his tax reduction figures, 
were lower than congress had been 
led to expect. 
The surplus for the 
treasury year 
ending next 
June 30 
was stated 
by Mr. Mellon 
as $455,- 


000,000. 
That for the following year 
he estimated at $274,000,000. 
The difference of $181,000,000 be­ 
tween these two 
estimates was 
de­ 
clared to be more than accounted for 
by a prospective decline of $87,000,- 
000 in net back tax 
collections, and 
one of $145,000,000 in repayments of 
loans to railroads. 
Altho the committee had not ex­ 
pected by 
Mellon’s 
reduction 
pro­ 
posals 
would' substantially 
exceed 
$250,000,000, 
there had been infor­ 
mal estimates from the treasury of a 
surplus in the treasury year approxi­ 
m ating $600,000,000. 
“ As an essential preliminary to any 
program of tax reduction,” Mr. Mel­ 
lon warned, “ it is necessary to esti­ 
mate revenue and expenditures not 
only for the present but also for the 
next fiscal 
year. 
It is further 
de­ 
sirable to ascertain, if possible, by, 
eliminating tem porary 
and unusual 
items, what the normal revenues of 
the government are under 
existin g 1 
tax laws, given average business con- J 
coitions.
